CIVIL SERVICE 


Annual Meeting of the Re- 
form League at Buffalo. 


An Outspoken Report from the Com- 
mittee on Inquiry. 


Was the Census Office Used for Po- 
litical Purposes? 


George William Curtis Says That the 
President Has Honestiy Supported 
the Reform Movement—What 
Has Been Done. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Burra.o (N. Y..) Sept. 29.—By the 
Associated Presse] The report of the 
special committee of the National Civil 
Service League appointed to inquire 
into the condition of the Federal civil 
service, and which will be read before 
the league tomorrow, at the meeting 
here, is a very extensfve one, and deals 
wholly with the last census. It quotes 
the civil service reform plank of the 
last Republican platform, and declares 
that if any branch of the service 
should have been kept free from party 
controversy, it was the Census Bureau. 
If the administration has a free choice 
between a non-political and a political 
agency for taking the numeration, and 
chooses the latter, composed of officials 
of its own political * faith, presumption 
is against the fairness of the census so 
taken. 

The defective results in the census of 
1870 were directly traceable to the pa- 
tronage system. The improvement 
produced by the elimination of partisan- 
ship from the census is shown in the 
comparatively satisfactory results and 
general confidence in the census of 
1880. This was before the civil ser- 
vice law, but an essential element of 
the civil service system—the exclusion 
of political considerations in appoint- 
ments-—was largely observed. 

Coming down to the present census, 
the report says if the promise of the 
Republican piatform had any signifi- 
cance at all, it meant that the Presi- 
dent wouldextend the competitige sys- 
tem tothe clerks of Census Bureau. Mr. 
Harrison 
adopting the platform, distinctly 
made this promise his own. The well- 
known opinions of Mr. Porter, who was 
selected by thé President as superinten- 
dent of census made it certain that ‘the 
appointment would become in a great 
meaure, subject to political patronage. 
Porter’s opposition to civil service re: 
form methods clearly appears in his tes- 
timony before the House committee 
September 9, 1890, whenhe said that 
civil service methods ‘‘were creating a 
system of barnacleism.”’ 

The act of March 1, 1889, directs 
‘that each Supervisor shall designate to 
the superintendent suitable persons, 


sons as enumerators, who shall be se- 
lected solely with reference to fitness 
and without reference to political party 
affiliations. If this provision had been 
fully enforced, the complaints of the 
partisan character of the census could 
not justly have been made, but, unfortu- 
nately the Supervisors were themselves 
largely appointed upon political consid- 
erations, and the result was that ap- 
pointments of enumerators were, in 


patronage. 2 

Careful inquiry by your committee 
shows that, while in some places politi- 
cal considerations had no weight, yet 
the Supervisors were influenced in many 
other cases by partisan consideration. 
Men were often chosen without refer- 
ence to their fitness, on account of their 
political services, and in such cases the 
work was badly done; in many instances 
thoroughly discredited.

It is not surprisimg that the passionate 
ardor of party spirit during a civil war 
which identified a. of a party with the 
existence of the Government should have 
strengthened the tradition that extreme 
partisanship is the rightful condition of 
public employment, nor that the immense 
increase of such employment at the very 
time when this conviction was strongest 
should have developed at once and fla- 
grantly the evils of an exclusively 
partisan civil service. The  exalta- 
tion of feeling during the 
war is an inspiring recollection. But 
the reaction that always follows such 
exaltation was not less signal, and corrup- 
tion in our politics was never felt to be 
so general, so vast and penetrating as 
during the last qnarter of acentury. The 
formation of the league, therefore, did not 
announce the discovery of a new abuse, but 
the conviction that an old one was at once 
so deeply extended and so threatening as 
to demand constamt exposure and resolute 
reform. The story of the progress of ten 
years is the evidemce of the scope of that 
conviction and of the awakening of public 
opinion. There is no better place for the 
retrospect than this entrenched reform 
camp of Buffalo, over which the flags of 
victory fiy, andin which drums are beating 
for further advances and the final triumph.

OUR FRUIT IN THE EAST. 


In Spite of Big Crops It is ahead of the 
Easfern Article. 

San Francisco, Sept. 29.-—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Commissioner F. C. 
Niles, of the State Board of Horticul- 
ture, who has been traveling through 
the East, returned tothis city today. 
He reports that the eastern crop of

St. Lovis, Sept. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A dispatch from the 
City of Mexico says:_ A revolution 
was precipitated in the Republic of 
Guatemala which will unquestionably 
become general. A gentleman who 
left the city of Guatemala on the morn- 
ing of the 16th inst,, and who has just 
reached this city on horseback from Aca- 
pulco, brings information that the ont- 
break occurred in Guatemala City on the 
15th inst., and was still in progress 
when he left. 

According to his story, the people of 
that city were celebrating the anniver- 
sary of their national holiday. It ap- 
pears that President Barillas had per- 
sonally appointed the orators of the 
day. To this the masses took excep- 
tion, and when the orators took the ros- 
trum it wasa signal forastorm of stones 
that set them to flight. An _ ex- 
citing scene followed, and every 
known liberal or Barrillas partisan 
was driven from the Plaza. After 
that the masses elected their orators, 
andthe most vioient and incendiary 
speeches followed. The news spread 
rapidly, and soon Barrillas threw a bat- 
talion of infantry into the square for the 
purpose of dispersing the mob. They, 
with fixed bayonets, attempted to carry 
the Plaza by assault, but were met with 
a shower of stones and bullets from re- 
volvers. This action of the mob put 
them to flight, leaving many dead and 
wounded. 


‘“‘Let’s storm the National Palace, kill 
Barrillas and restore-a republican form 
of government. Guatemela should not 
be ruled by a dictator. The plundering 
of the national treasury must cease.”’ 

Barrillas then ordered the artillery 
into Plaza and infantry and two cannons 
to guard his residence. When the guns 
were turned on the mob it dispersed. 

The people left the Plaza, but fought 
in the side streets; in fact they practic- 
ally during the night of the 15th held 
full control of the city, though at in- 
tervals they were attacked by the in- 
fantry who shot many of them.

Daniel J. Harris, ‘from whom it is 
alleged the Shorbs inveigled theomoney 
Whicn gave rise to this suit, wasa 
railroad contractor in Washington Ter- 
titory; but by a judicious or lucky in- 
vestmentin 160 acres, which is now 
the center ofthe townsite of the pros- 

erous town of Fairhaven, he cleared 

150,000. He soon afterwards came 
to this city ona visit to _his.friends, the 
Shorbs, and while at their house on the 
corner of San Pedro and Adams streets 
became infatuated with a housemaid, 
in their employ and married her.

A Washington special 
says: ‘Instractions have been cabled 
Egan, Minister to Chile, to demand the 
release of the American citizens who 
were arrested on suspicion of being 
spies or sympathizers with the enemy 
ofthe Junta. According to the special, 
he is also instructed to take every pre- 
caution to preserve the lives and liber- 
ties of American citizens and those 
secking protection with the American 
consulate.’, 


Wasarxotox, Sept: 29.—Acting Sec- 
retary Wharton this morning conferred 
with the President untilthe cabinet met 
when he returned to the State Depart- 
ment. 

A cablegram was received there from 
Minister Egan in response to one sent 
him yesterday asking for further in- 
structions as to the situationin Santi- 
ago. Its contents, however, were not 
made public. Itis known thatthe acute 
phase ofthe situation is passed and no 
serious trouble isanticipated. Minister 
Egan maintained the dignity of his lega- 
tion and the refugees remain under his 
protection. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29. —So far as the 
protection of refugees is concerned, the 
practice of nations includes cases widely 
variant in principle. Our own history, 
however, shows where refugees seek- 
ing asylum in a legation were not 
Americans, the United States Govern- 
ment has uniformly discouraged their 
admission and protection. But the real 
issue in the present case appears to be 
the interference with free communica- 
tion between the legation in Santiago 
| and the outside world, and in such cases 
the provisions of international law are 
most explicit. 

Broadly stated, the country to which 
the minister is accredited guarantees 
that in time of peace this communica- 
tion shall not be interrupted, and that 
the servants and attaches of the lega- 
tion are not to be molested, or any act 
done that may tend to impede the tran- 
saction of the business of the legation.

As asingle illustration of the importance 


of a connection between Pasadena’s sewer 


system and the sewer farm south of Alham- 


bra, it may be stated that the present un- 
certain state of affairs is all that stands in 
the way'of the — Green annex being 
built. 

A short time ago Manager Holmes visited 
the owner, Col. G. G. Green, at his home in 
New Jersey, on which occasion the Colonel 
told Mr. Holmes that he wished him to pro- 

eed atonce on building the annex. It will 
be remembered that when Mr. Holmes left 
Pasadena the outlook was favorable for the 
speedy construction of the outletto the 
sewer farm. Since then an adverse decis- 
ion has been handed down fromthe Su- 
preme Court, and now Mr. Holmes finds him- 
self at a standstill for the reason that the 
cesspool of the hotel is located on. the 
ground where the annex isto go, and as 
long as he is unable todo away with this 
and find some other outlet for the hotel 
sewage, solong must the annex remain un- 


built. As is well known, the proposed 


building is a large and imposing structure, 
and when completed would give to Pasa- 
dena one of the finest hotels in the State. 
It is much to be regretted, therefore, that 
the existing state of affairs is such as to 
postpone an operation that would prove of 
so much public benefit. 

But aside from the hotel project, there 
are few citizens who do not take a lively 
personal interest in the sewer question. 
This is natura: in-view of the heavy taxes 
which must be paid annually to meet the 
interest on-the bonds, while no possible 
good has sofar resulted because of seem- 
ingly endless litigation. Until now the 
present City Council and attorney have had 
nothing to dowith the case. The actionof 
the Supreme Court places the responsibil- 
ity on their shoulders, thus affording them 
a splendid opportunity to immortalize 
themselves. Thecase will be re-tried in the 
Superior Court sometime this fall, if the 
matter is not previously adjusted without 
recourse to law, as is possible, if not prob- 
able. 

CAMP WILSON CLOSES, - 

Camp Wilson closed yesterday for cthe 
season. The summer has proved far more, 
prosperous than the proprietors anticipated 
and the closing was made rather early 
chiefly in order to allow for extensive alter- 
ations and improvements which have al- 
ready begun. Since the 15th of May over 
700 guests have registered at the camp.
